Irrigation, like most other innovatione, 
is largely a matter of education, The 
average person, for inetance the people 
of thie part of Western Canada, will din- 
claim all knoweledye of irrization, when 
the fact of the matter ie that they have 
practised or aeen it practiced all their 
lives. The watering of a plantor the 
eprinkling of a lawn is juet as much 
irrigation ae is the annual inundation of 
the valley of the Nile, Of course, it is 
irrigation in ite simplest form—never- 
theleee irrigation in all that the word 
impliee—the artificial application of 
wateg to aseiet natore in bringing forth 
plant life, However, in seven or eight 
monthe we will know much more of 
irrigation than we do today, for then 
the cropa will be harvested in the irriga- 
tion block—the largeet irrigation syetem 
on the Amerivan continent —and an op 
portunity of judging of ite wmerite will 
be had.

Grow Some Sugar Beets 


As we remarked before, every farmer in the Gleichen| 
distriet should plant some heet in order 
to secure a refinery, which is an industry that is sure to be 
located here some day, yet just when depends largely, or, it 
may be said, depends altogether, on the enterprise of the 
farmers in this direction 

In making this suggestion it cannot be claimed it is 
asking the farmers todo something for nothing, for it is 
only calling on them to try something that will be profit- 
able to each one who follows it out, as well as profitable for 
the the whole district. 

for every ton of beets grown the farmer will receive 
exactly the same price at the station here as the farmers du 
at Kaymoud, where a refinery is already in operation, 

The C. V.R, has made this arrangement in order to 
encourage the cultivation of beets in this district and our 
people should not be slow to take advantage of it. 

From the returns of the beets grown here last year it 
is learned that they are of a better quality than those grown 
elsewhere in the province; indeed, it said better than in 
any of the States. However, it is certain that our beets 
grade very high in the qualities most needful in the pro- 
duction of sugar, and it is also certain that there is a 
demand for our beets. 

It igs not advocated that our farmers go entirely in for 
beet-growing, but that everyone of them shculd at least 
produce a few tons, If for no other reason than to prove 
to their own satisfaction just what their land is capable of 

To inake a test of this kind i¢ will not only prove im- 
mediately profitable, but it will also prove the value of the 
land, Thus those who may desire to sell at any future) 
time will be able to get a better price than if the land ba- 
aot been tested for beets, and it must be bourne in mind 
that authorities state that in time this will be the chief 
industry of the entire district. 

For the same reasons, thosa who are ina position to 
know, point out that our farmers should attempt all the 
ianches of mixed farming as soon as it is possible and 
reasonable for them to undertake it,
